Springfield, HI.—Gov. Len 
Small 


Thursday began his fight against 
indictments charging him with con- 


spiracy to defraud 
the state of mil- 
lions of dollars. 


Attorneys 
f o r 


the state execu- 
tive appeared in 
the c o u r t of 
Judge E. S. Smith 
and 
asked per- 


mission to pre- 
s e n t arguments 
that the governor 
is not subject to 
arrest on charges 
by state courts. 
The court grant 


ed the motion and arguments will be 
presented starting at 9 a. m. tomor- 
row. 


Attorneys for Lieut. Gov. Fred Ster- 


ling and Vernon Curtis, indicted with 
the governor, appeared in court and 
demanded reduction 
of bond. 
The 


bond was fixed at $50,000 for 
each 


Sterling and Curtis, a reduction 
of 


$100,000 for the lieutenant governor 
and $50,000 for Curtis. 


Springfield, 111.—Gov. Small, under 


indictment on charges of misuse of 
millions of dollars of state money, was 
advised by his attorneys Thursday to 
resist arrest and trial. 


The executive was urged to refuse 


to submit to arrest on the grounds 
that he was the state's chief official 
and therefore should not be subject to 
tho rule of the courts of Sagamon 
county. 


Attorneys for the government were 


ready to present their arguments on 
this ground to Judge Smith of Circuit 
court, if the governor Ugreed to the 
plan. No indication of whether the 
governor would agree to the scheme, 
was forthcoming from the capitol dur- 
ing tho morning. 


However, as early reports stated the 


governor would appear at 9 a. m. to 
give bond, with 
Lieut. Gov. Fred 


Sterling and banker Vemon Curtis, al- 
leged coconspirators, indications were 
as the time was long passed that hour 
that the executive had accepted his 
counsel's advice. 


Bitter Fight Expected 


In case the governor should decline 


to go to trial and the court should ov 
orrule his contention, a bitter battle 
in which the governor would have the 
right to call state troops to protect 
himself, was in prospect. 
However, 


this was considered a remote possibil- 
ity. 
A direct appeal to the supremo 


court for a ruling on the power of the 
court compared with the governor's 
jurisdiction, was in prospect. 


Small's attorneys pointed to two 


precedents for their proposed resist- 
ing arrest. Two former governors of 
the state, when accuser! of less serious 
charges, declined to submit to arrest, 
and the cases were never pressed. 


Conferences between the governor's 


attorneys were in progress practically 
throughout the night and during the 
entire forenoon. 


Protests Innocence. 


Small, a politician of the old Lori- 


mer school, protested his innocence 
Thursday of charges of emb02Zling 
and stealing nearly $3,000,000 in state 
funds. 


Small was accused, with Lieut. Gov. 


Fred E. Sterling and Vcrnon Curtis, 
a Grant Park 111., banker, of juggling

Veteran Baseball Player Had 


Wife and Son in New York 
and -Wife and Three Children 
in Boston.

New York.—Two widows and two 


families Thursday are mourning the 
loss of a husband and father in 
Arthur Irwin, veteran player, man- 
ager and baseball scout. 


Irwin, told by physicians after an 


operation that ho had only a few 
days to live, is thought to have com- 
mitted suicide last week by jumping 
off a steamer on his way to Boston. 


Investigation into his disappearance 


led to the discovery that he had two 
families, one in New York and the 
other in Boston. 


His New York family consisted Of 


a wife and a 24 year old married son, 
F. Harold Irwin. The Boston family 
numbered a wife, a 37 year old son, 
Arthur Herbert Irwin, two daughters 
and nine grand children. 


The Boston widow, who was his 


first wife, said they were married in 
1SS3. 
She said that she had never 


suspected him even though her rela- 
tives years ago had insisted that he 
had another woman in his life. 


Harold Irwin, the New York son, 


says that his father and mother were 
married 27 years ago in Philadelphia, 


The New York widow was slow to 


believe the revelations. She said that 
in the twenty-seven years he had 
never been away from home more 
than a few days at a time when he 
would make trips to look at young 
ball players on college teams and in 
the minor leagues. 


Both widows asserted that their 


husband wanted to die in their arms. 
The Boston widow pointed to the fact 
that Irwin went first to his New York 
family, divided his personal posses- 
sions among them and started for 
Boston to be with her when he was 
overcome with pain on the steamer 
and jumped overboard. 


The New York widow says'that Ir- 


win left her to bid goodbye to friends 
in Boston and was going to return to 
her.

end. 
And on top o£ it all the new 


shipping board finds it necessary to 
ask for $300,000,000 to salvage the 
wreck on its hands. Thus the presi- 
dent finds himself in. the awkward sit- 
uation of appealing- to congress direct- 
ly or indirectly to concentrate on the 
tax program and let alone other mat- 
ters. 


Sets Precedent 


The agricultural bloc in the senate 


is pushing the farm export bill with 
the same vigor that the bonus was 
pressed.

OTHER NATIONS PREPARING 


Interest Centers on Japan Be- 


cause of Hesitancy in 


Accepting Bid.

Washington, D. C.—The great na- 


tions of the earth 
Thursday 
were 


"clearing decks" for the Washington 
disarmament and Pacific conference. 


Within the last 24 hours there has 


been renewed confidence that Japan 
will give complete acceptance to com- 
ing into the parleys and the arrange- 
ments for the dates and discussions 01 
a preliminary program are ready to 
proceed. 


However, with the question of Ja- 


pan's participation believed assured, 
observers today were studying the 
many interests of the powers and how 
they will rank in the conference. 


Japan's hesitancy made her tn« 


chief figure In this study. 


Fearing that specific Far Eastern 


and Pacific problems wilt be brought 
up in the conference so as to threat- 
en her position in Asia, Japan intends 
to settle, finally if possible, before the 
opening of the parley, the principle 
outstanding questions between herself 
and other powers. 


May Give Back Sbantang 


Japan is expected to make an ad 


vance to the Chinese government to 
arrange for the return to China of 
Shantung, and already she has pre- 
sented to the United States a compro- 
mise plan of settlement of the Tap 
question. Japan has also sent an en 
voy to the Chita government of Siber 
ia with conditions for the evacuation 
of Japanese military forces from Si- 
beria and possibly Manchuria. 


Other powers are expected to come 


into the Washington conference with 
the following interests foremost: 


United States—To secure a success- 


ful and effective agreement for limita- 
tion, and possibly reduction of arma- 
ments which win prove a guarantee 
of the peace of the world by first re- 
moving the principal causes of inter- 
national friction, now mainly in the 
Pacific. 


Great Britain—To revise her rela- 


tions with Japan, as exemplified in 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance to accord 
with tho apparent desire of the peo- 
ples of Great Britain and her colonies 
for closer relations with tho United 
States. 


France—To trade, if possible, R lim- 


itation of her large armies for some 
agreement to secure her against at- 
tack by Germany. 


Italy—To continue the close coop- 


eration which has grown up between 
her and the United States in interna- 
tional dealings. 


China—To remove what the celes- 


tial empire regards as the "menace" 
of Japan and her interests. 


LodTO May be Named. 


Senator Lodge, chairman of the 


foreign relations committee "would 
not be surprised" his friends said 
Thursday, if he is named a member 
of the American delgation attending 
the disarmament conference. 


Lodge, it was learned, sees no rea- 


son why his duties as majority leader 
of the senate should prevent his 
serving also on the disarmament com- 
mission, particularly as it is indicated 
the sessions are to be held in the 
senate office building, close to the 
senate chamber.

Meanwhile 
France insists reinforcements should 
be sent into Silesia.

A large 
increase in the number of working 
colonies has been offset by a low ex- 
pected yield per colony. 


Number of working colonies is esti- 


mated at 38 per cent greater than last 
year, or 112,000, compared to 81,000 in 
1920 and 101,000 in 1919. Condition 
of colonies on July 1 was 90 per cent, 
compared to 85 per cent in 1920 and 
a 5-year average of 86 per cent. 


The spring nectar flow was two

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TARIFF SHOULD BE SIDETRACKED 


The promptness and emphasis with 


which the house voted out of the tariff bill 
the clause levying a duty on crude oil, on 
the demand of President "Wilson, is signi- 
ficant of two things. First, there is prac- 
tically no leadership in the house and sec- 
ond, the house is all at sea on the question 
of tariff revision. Chairman Pordney has 
drafted a measure which pleases few even 
of the politicians and which has met with 
more opposition. Republican as well as 
Democratic, than any tariff bill prepared 
in years. 
Mr. Fordney, whose extreme 


views on protection have long stamped 
him as a fanatic on the question, gets his 
first defeat by having the oil schedule 
amended to admit crude oils free. 


President Harding*s letter to the chair- 


man of the ways and means committee 
pointed out certain facts which ought to 
have come to the .mind of the author of 
the bill at the time he drew it. The grow- 
ing scarcity of fuel oil is a matter of na- 
tional concern; indeed it is becoming a 
matter of world concern. The foreign poli- 
cy of the government is to obtain free ac- 
cess to the oil deposits in other countries, 
particularly those for which concessions 
may yet be obtained. Control of the 
world's oil supply will be of the greatest 
international importance in the not dis- 
tant future, and the administration has 
set out to protect American interests in 
this field to the fullest extent of its abili- 
ty and resourcefulness. 


To place a tariff on crude oils would, as 


the president points out. amount to a con- 
gressional reversal of executive policy, 
and would seriously embarass the govern- 
ment in the carrying out of its foreign 
policies. It would also, by restricting 
the admission of foreign oils give domestic 
oil interests a monopoly at excessive pro- 
cess, and furthermore tend to use up our 
home supplies which ought to be conserved 
with the greatest care. 


The striking out of the proposed duty 


on crude oils marks the beginning of the 
radical changes in the bill which will be 
demanded. There is a bitter fight against 
the dye schedule, while the wool, lumber 
and other schedules are severely con- 
demned by moderate protectionists. The 
tarifi controversy promises to be a. long 
and disturbing affair. It will probably 
hold up other more important legislation 
unduly. The sentiment of the country is 
clearly for revision of the income tax law 
first, to the end that business and industry 
may be relieved of the excessive burdens to 
•which they are subjected at the earliest 
possible date. The necessity for-prompt 
action on taxation is felt in all fields of 
business, in order that it may prepare for 
the coming year with some knowledge of 
conditions it will have to face. There* is 
talk in "Washington that President Har- 
ding may presently ask congress to side- 
track the tariff bill and permit the tax 
measure to have the right of way until it 
is disposed of. We think the people would 
approve of such a program, and it is to be 
hoped the president will take this further 
responsibility of directing legislation. 


world revolve about China directly or in- 
directly. China has not thfi same strength 
to defend her rights as Japan, but the 
powers which have set themselves to see 
justice done in the Orient are sympathetic 
toward the protection of Chinese interests, 
and it was, therefore, indispensable that 
China should be represented in a confer- 
ence of this kind. 


Some leaders of a disarmament move- 


ment less thoughtful might have neglected 
to include China as an interested party, 
but President Harding's foresight in this 
respect testifies to the thoroughness and 
carefulness with which foreign affairs are 
being approached. It is also one of the 
good auguries for the success of the great 
undertaking soon to be considered. 


OUR TRADE WITH EUROPE 


Slowly but surely the French people by 


courage and industry are-overcoming the 
great handicaps with which the war bur- 
dened them. During the first four months • 
of this year their exports exceeded their 
imports, a condition which has not existed 
for many years. The exports to the Unit- 
ed States during this four-months period 
showed an increase of about 400 per cent 
as compared with a like period in 1919. 


This is a condition which temporarily 


should be welcomed by the people of the 
Ignited States. The more we buy of na- 
tions heavily indebted to us in the imme- 
diate future the more quickly we shall re- 
store their purchasing power and their 
credit. We cannot expect to have pros- 
perous trade with Europe while it is eco- 
nomically prostrated. We cannot practice 
-selfishness and exclusiveness and expect 
to gain by it at such time, and under such 
conditions. The more we buy from Europe 
today, the more we* shall sell Europe to- 
morrow, and the sooner we shall be paid 
for what we do sell.

So 
does fear of moving air; moving %ir would probably 
have no terrors for any oldster were it not for the 
other names— fresh air and a draft. If we could 
treat gramp with a constant current of moving air 
labeled "Guaranteed under the Food and Drugs act, 
June 20, 1906," and at the same time present him a 
sheaf of fervid testimonials from others who had 
been brought back from the very brink by this won- 
derful treatment, probably gran'pa would try it.

PRESIDENT HAEDING AND CHINA 
The inclusion of China in President Har- 


ding 's invitation to the disarmament con- 
ference is an indication of how important 
a part the discussion of the Pacific *and 
Far eastern question is to play in the ne- 
gotiations. 
As the least militaristic of 


nations, China has but an academic inter- 
est in the question of disarmament. But 
she has a vital interest in any decisions 
that are taken which directly or indirect- 
ly affect the future policies of America, 
Great Britain and Japan in the Pacific.

eastern policies without consultation with 
China.

OLD WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


"Stil-yards," beams and all manner of weights 


and measures, as might be expected from their im 
portance in the life and interchange of populace, are 
frequently mentioned in old chronicles, and one 
quaint allusion reads, "this lying weight was by the 
Balance, the weight lying m one scale, and not 
hanging or sliding on the Beam of a Stil-yard, as 
in auncel weight." But the "stil yard" was also no' 
beyond reproach, for Arnold, in 1500. tells how "this 
wayght is forbidden in England by statute of Parlia- 
ment and also holy Church hath cursed in England 
all that beyen or sellen by that auncel wayght.' 
However, in spite of church and law, the "aunce 
wayght" continued in use till 1582. ten years after 
that one we have been considering began its long 
career, when the Jury appointed b'y Elizabeth se 
up a new standard of weights and measures, which 
remained in force down to the present Lime. 


SUSPENDED PAYMENT IN CASH. 


In the great •war which England commenced with 


France m 1793, the first four years saw £400,000.00 
added to the national debt, without any material ad 
vantage be*ng gained. So much coir, had left th 
country for the payment of troops abroad and a 
subsidies to allies that the hank, during 1786, began 
to feel a difficulty in satisfying demands made on it 
At the close of the year people began t6 hoard coin 
and to make runs upon the county banks. Thes 
applied to the Bank of England for help, and the con 
sequence was that a run upon it commenced in th 
latter part of February, 1797. This great establish 
ment could only keep itself afloat by paying in six 
pences. Immediate insolvency was expected, when 
on February 26, the government stepped in with an 
order in council authorizing the notes of the bank 
as legal tender until such time as proper remedie 
could be applird 
This suspension of cash payment* 


was attended by the usual effect of raisins the nor 
mal prices of ail articles.
